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2 aim to block Michigan Downs license, project

Romulus officials said Monday night that they are not 
happy that lawyers have filed appeals to the gaming 
license granted to the proposed Michigan Downs 
Racetrack last month. 

On Friday, attorney Phillip Maxwell filed an appeal on 
behalf of Van Buren Township businessman Sam Danou 
to attempt to block the license. Attorney Ed Draugelis 
also filed an appeal on behalf of Northville Downs, a har¬ 
ness racing track in Northville. 

“I can only speak for myself, but I’m not surprised this 
has happened at all,” said Councilman William 
Wadsworth. “They just don’t want us to have racing here; 
it would mean additional competition for them.” 

Danou - whose license for the proposed Triple Creek 
Downs was denied by the Michigan Gaming Board - is 


attempting to block the Romulus track because he 
believes acting gaming commissioner Christine White did 
not have the authority to grant the license to Magna Corp., 
the company that would operate Michigan Downs. 

“We are appealing the decision on two grounds,” said 
Maxwell. “First, (White) is in an acting role, and bv state 
statute, the gaming commissioner has to be appointed by 
the (state) Senate. She did not have the authority to grant 
this license.” 

Maxwell also said he believes the license transfer for a 
racetrack in Muskegon once operated by Magna violates a 
state law that specifies that an entity may only have one 
license in Michigan at a given time. 

“There is an anti-monopoly provision in law” he said. 
“We believe that the transfer was a sham. We believe that 
that license is still under the control of Magna” 

Magna transferred the license for the Muskegon race¬ 
track last year so it could bid on the Romulus license. 


Richmond Racing is now in control of that venue and 
license. 

Blake Thoma, a spokesperson for Magna, did not 
return phone calls seeking comment 

Northville Downs also filed an appeal at Wayne 
County Circuit Court seeking to block the track on the 
pounds that the region could not support another track 
so close to Northville Downs. Draugelis did not immedi¬ 
ately return calls seeking comment 

Councilman Mike Prybyla said he does not believe the 
area is being over-saturated with gaming venues. 

“People who are interested in horses will go wherever 
they are,” he said. “I don’t think we’re going to take that 
much business from (Northville Downs). The people (at 
Magna) know what they’re doing, they operate tracks all 
over (the country). They will be able to attract people.”

Man killed 
in botched

A man who allegedly broke 
into a Romulus home Friday night 
was shot and killed after an alter¬ 
cation with the homeowner, 
police said. 

Thirty-five-year-old Inkster res¬ 
ident Calvin Cheeseborough 
apparently broke into a home on 

- 55 -— 

He fled the home and 
was able to get out, 
but he died in the 
victim’s backyard. 

Det. Lt. John Leacher 


the 15500 block of Oakbrook 
Street, police said. He broke a 
window and made his way to the 
master bedroom, where he sur¬ 
prised the 38-year-old homeown¬ 
er, who had a gun, said Romulus 
Police Det Lt John Leacher. The 
incident took place at 12:30 am. 

“The (homeowner) said he 
fired shots at him,” Leacher said. 
“He fled the home and was able to 
get out but he died in the victim’s 
backyard. That’s where police dis¬ 
covered him.” 

As far as police can tell, one of 
the shots severed a main artery in 
Cheeseborough’s leg, and he bled 
to death, Leacher said.

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Less technology, more retail in Metro Center plan

The current plan for technolo¬ 
gy and office space at the Metro 
World Center will be curtailed to 
reflect a turn in the state eco¬ 
nomic environment 

Metro World Center, a sprawl¬ 
ing, 73-acre development bound 
by Goddard and Grant roads, 
will be slightly changed to allow 
commercial and retail develop¬ 
ment in one area of the project 
formerly earmarked for techno¬ 
logical and office space only. 

The reason for the change is 
the sluggish pace of non-retail 
business in the state, said Dan 


Schecter, an attorney represent¬ 
ing Metro World Center, at the 
regular city council meeting 
Monday. 

“I think it’s going to be diffi¬ 
cult to market technology space 
at this time -1 don’t have to tell 
anyone about what’s happening 
in the auto industry today,” he 
said. “But the good news is that 
we’ve talked to retailers, and 
they are very, very interested in 
developing in the area” 

Though some onlookers at the 
meeting expressed some doubt 
about the change of plans -espe¬ 
cially when it comes to creating 
high-paying jobs in Romulus - 
Mayor Alan Lambert said he 


doesn’t think having the ability to 
add retail space will negatively 
affect the stable of available jobs. 

“I think many of the retail 
jobs created will be high-paying 
jobs,” he said. “I also think 
there’s a possibility that there 
will be a casino in there - which 
I can’t talk about now. But those 
jobs will pay about $45,000, 
which is about what you’d make 
at an office.” 

Metro World Center was 
approved by the Romulus City 
Council last year, and is consid¬ 
ered a mixed-use development 
made up of stores, restaurants, 
warehouses, offices, technologi¬ 
cal entities and residences. City 


officials hope it will become a 
major business center in Wayne 
County because of its proximity 
to Detroit Metropolitan Airport 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff 
said he’s still hopeful some tech¬ 
nology companies will be inter¬ 
ested in locating in Romulus. 

“This change doesn’t mean 
that we won’t be able to have 
technology companies come in, 
it just means that we have the 
option of having retailers come 
in if they are interested,” he said. 
“This doesn’t mean we won’t 
have technology in that corri¬ 
dor.” 

Schecter said the company 
has received inquiries from sev¬ 


eral retail entities, including 
developers of major malls, strip 
malls, and “lifestyle centers,” an 
open-environment mall made up 
of small stores with individual 
entrances, like Fountain Walk in 
Novi 

“Those centers have been 
really successful in other com¬ 
munities, and could be a great 
addition here,” he said. 

Lambert said a mall setting 
would be ideal for Romulus. 
“More shopping, more restau¬ 
rants is one of the things we 
need here,” he said. “And noth¬ 
ing in the plan would stop an 
office or technology company 
from coming here in the future.”

Well plan approved by council

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers approved a special land use 
permit that would give Sunoco 
Partners the opportunity to con¬ 
struct a new brine disposal well 
Brine, a non-toxic substance 
used to move other chemicals, 
would be stored in a deep-injec¬ 
tion well located on an existing 
industrial site on the west side of 
Inkster Road, south of Ecorse 
Road. According to the plan, the 
non-hazardous material would 
be pumped into other wells 
through flow lines that run from 


the new well. A new pump build¬ 
ing would be located above 
ground near the well 

No landscaping will be pro¬ 
vided in the area of the well 
because the city and the appli¬ 
cant agreed it would interfere 
with proper maintenance of the 
site going forward. However, at 
an earlier planning commission 
meeting, it was decided that the 
some tree plantings will take 
place between the well site and I- 
94 

Ed Mijany, who applied for 
the special land use permit for 
Sunoco Partners, said the well 
and building will be nearly invis¬ 


ible to passersby. 

“There will be some visibility 
in some areas,” he said. “But 
most it will be hidden.” 

However, a new underground 
storage well brings with it a host 
of costs to the city - including 
manpower spent inspecting the 
well on a regular basis and 
ensuring the operators are com¬ 
plying with environmental stan¬ 
dards. To cover some of the city 
costs, they will enter into a fee 
agreement with Sunoco. 

Council members voted unan¬ 
imously to grant the permit. 
Construction of the well will 
begin later this year.

The homeowner’s identity is 
being withheld by police while the 
investigation is ongoing. Leacher 
said the department will send the 
results of the investigation to the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office, 
where charges could be filed. 

The homeowner - who called 
police to report the shooting - was 
unhurt during the gunfire, 
Leacher said. When police 
arrived on the scene, they discov¬ 
ered Cheeseborough dead with a 
mask on his face. 

Cheeseborough had been out 
of prison for 18 months. Russ 
Marlin, a spokesman for the 
Michigan Department of 
Corrections, said he was sent to 
prison in 1989 for breaking and 
entering, weapons and robbery 


charges that originated out of 
Wayne County. 

In July 1997, while assigned to 
Camp Ottawa - a work camp in 
Iron River, Mich., operated by the 
prison system - Cheeseborough 
escaped and was at large for one 
day before police apprehended 
him. He was then charged with 
escape, breaking and entering and 
unlawfully driving a vehicle, 
which added five years to his sen¬ 
tence. He was paroled on Dec. 19, 
2003. 

Michigan law permits residents 
to use deadly force to defend 
themselves. Prosecuting attorneys 
will make a decision about 
whether to charge the homeowner 
this week. Assistant prosecutor 
Maria Miller did not immediately 
return phone calls seeking com¬ 
ment

stretch of Merriman between 
Ecorse Road and 1-94.

Van Buren Township to begin area park improvements

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees approved an action plan last week 
that will spark work on several park 
improvements, including: a senior activity 
garden, renovation on the Riggs Heritage 
Park House and enhancements to Van 
Buren Park 

Since last April, the parks and recre¬ 
ation department has been busy putting 
together ideas for the use of a $2 million 
grant they were awarded from Wayne 
County. The funding comes from a .5 mill 
recreation tax approved by the voters. 

The recreation committee and the com¬ 
munity have maintained an interest in 
improving the resources the township 
already has before taking on new endeav¬ 
ors. All the projects proposed are support¬ 
ed by the recreation master plan. This 
action plan serves as a template of the 
township’s intentions, according to Vince 
Averill, deputy director of recreation and 
facilities. 

After collecting data and opinions at a 
number of vision sessions, considering the 
needs of the township, as well as what is 
feasible related to the rules for spending 
the funds, the recreation committee decid¬ 
ed their first project will be a new activity 
garden for the seniors. 

“We are quite pleased and, thanks to 


Wayne County, we’re able to pull off these 
projects,” said Bruce Ross, director of 
recreation and facilities. “It’s wonderful 
because for years we’ve been talking about 
finishing what we’ve started. The catch was 
before that we didn’t have the funds. Now, 
we do, and our intentions are to finish.” 

The senior activity garden will take 
about $220,000 from the millage funds. The 
garden is located at Quark Park and will 
include shaded seating areas, walking 
tracks, flower plantings and a shuffleboard 
court 

The garden will be completed in time 
for the first annual Western Wayne Senior 
Olympics on Sept 12 hosted by Van Buren 
Township, according to Ross. 

“The seniors certainly are excited about 
the shuffleboard competition, so I look for¬ 
ward to having many of our seniors enter,” 
he said.

A downtown jewel 

We admit to a bit of skepticism when the Clock Tower Plaza project 
was proposed in the City of Wayne. 

It seemed like a pretty expensive project for such a small piece of 
land - a 40-foot equilateral triangle on the prominent comer of Wayne 
Road and Michigan Avenue. 

But then it began to take shape as workers braved the cold 
throughout the winter months. Last week, contractors installed the 
clock, a regal ornament on a busy comer in the city. 

The skepticism has long since vanished; the clock - and the plaza, 
itself - is a testament to the growing revitalization effort in Wayne. 
And it’s not even done yet Soon there will be additional shrubs, other 
plantings and benches to accentuate the project Coupled with the 
condominium complex constructed to the north and the one planned 
just behind it, it will provide a drastic improvement to the city, as a 
whole 

It’s hard to say why clocks such as the one just installed there tug at 
the heart strings, but they seem to speak to small town America This 
one was modeled after those in Northville and Plymouth - where the 
town symbol was recently struck down by an errant driver - and those 
municipalities typify the Rockwellian small town. 

Kudos should be given to the Wayne Planning Department for real¬ 
izing the potential in this otherwise excess scrap of land, but they 
aren’t the biggest heroes of this worthy project That distinction 
should go to the Wayne Garden Club, who donated $15,000 for the pro¬ 
ject and for Beverly Woodard and Claudia Rediske, who spearheaded 
the movement Of course, the project would not have been possible 
without the donation from the late Mildred Lyman, a long-time 
Dearborn School teacher and Wayne resident 

We look forward to the inevitable completion of the project as it 
will provide another jewel for downtown Wayne. May it glimmer for 
years to come. 

These are real ‘Friends’ 

If the FHends of the Penn fundraiser group are ultimately unsuc¬ 
cessful in their attempts to save the historical theater as a landmark 
and entertainment venue, it certainly won’t be from a lack of effort 

This is among the most organized and effective fund-raising groups 
we’ve ever come across. 

Although they only formed relatively recently, they’ve developed 
subcommittees to handle a number of different aspects of the effort, 
each with its own chair They’ve got plenty of fundraising ideas, too: 
from t-shirts, hats and cups to general donations. 

They’ve been vocal, and they’ve been visible at events like the 
Taste of Plymouth, the FHday Night Concerts and more and they’re 
even working on a float for the annual Good Morning USA parade on 
July Fourth. With all the regional attention that event gamers, they 
will most likely receive offers of help from people who live outside 
the community, as welL And, if they are successful with their parade 
entry, the cheers as they meander down Main Street will most likely 
be thunderous.

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When he’s right, he’s right 


This is the column I never thought I would write. 

I agree with State Rep. John Stewart 

One of our reporters called him last week to talk 
about an upcoming school funding rally in Lansing 
as well as a couple of pieces of pending legislation. 
House Bill (HB) 4582 and Senate Bill (SB) 246, 
which call for more aid for schools and a mandated 
increase in funding every year. Stewart who some 
school officials have called their best friend on the 
Republican side of the aisle, had this to say: 

“A mandatory increase each year is not realistic 
at all. I don’t see that happening at all, especially 
with the state being in a budget crisis.” 

It would have been a lot easier to say something 
else, something politically correct It would have 
been easier to simply say he supported more fund¬ 
ing for schools and carry on the cry of interested 
parents and angry school officials across the state. 

Easier, but not necessarily practical. 

School funding is an issue that continually 
comes up. Nearly everyone agrees that there 
should be more of it; that our children are the most 
important thing to consider when planning the bud¬ 
get As a parent I even find it hard to argue with 
that Who can say no to kids or education? 

Where that mandated increase in funding would 
come from, however, is a completely different mat¬ 
ter. Take a look around; things aren’t going so good. 
How can anybody guarantee increased funding 
every year, when there’s no guarantee there will be 
more money every year? 

I do sympathize with our local school folks. I 
think, virtually across the board, they’ve done a 
good job planning their finances, preparing our 



kids, developing their curricu¬ 
lum and for that, they have 
taken it on the chin. They have 
had to dip into their fund balances; they’ve had to 
make sacrifices. They have to deal with, in a way, 
what Lansing legislators do not, the effect of these 
difficult decisions. They sit face to face one or twice 
a month and have to rationalize what they do with 
angry parents. It ain’t easy. 

Even so, I have to tip my hat to Mr Stewart for 
talking practically, not emotionally. 

A similar case came up last week in the City of 
Wayne, when Councilwoman Donna McEachem 
questioned a proposed increase in funding for the 
Wayne Public Library. I say similar, but not exactly 
the same; obviously I get along better with 
McEachem and anyone that knows her knows she’s 
a much more rational person. 

They also know how dedicated she is to the 
library, how important she believes it is for the com- 
munity and what a strong advocate she’s been 
throughout the years. 

So it took a lot of guts, then, to publicly question 
some of the proposals on the table, notably chang¬ 
ing a part-time person into a full-time persoa A full 
time person would get benefits, and everyone 
knows about the skyrocketing costs of those. This is 
at a time when the city is still dealing with a tight 
budget and when city officials would have to dip 
into the library fund balance to make those propos¬ 
als happea 

There’s no guarantee that things will be better

Hey - it’s more like Ford Parking Lot 


The last time I went down Ford Road, nothing 
about it suggested anything park-like. There aren’t 
that many trees. There aren’t many jungle gyms, 
ponds, ball fields or even much grass, either 

Yet the Canton Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) wants you to think of all these 
pleasant things when driving down Ford Road, 
though what you’re more likely to see are brake 
lights and oceans of asphalt You’ll smell exhaust 
fumes instead of flowers. And what you’re most 
likely thinking isn’t printable in a newspaper. 

The DDA is pondering ‘nicknaming’ the town¬ 
ship’s main thoroughfare Ford Parkway to better 
promote its image. It’s part of a branding effort the 
DDA has taken so seriously they’ve even hired con¬ 
sultants Hamilton-Anderson. 

How about Ford Raceway? Or Ford Parking 
Lot? 

The DDA is right though. Foixd Road does have 
a bad reputation. The first thing non-residents say 
to me when I tell them I cover Canton doesn’t have 
anything to do with the IKEA coming or how great 
the community is. It usually goes something like, 
“Boy, that traffic on Ford Road is horrible.” 

If they do mention the IKEA it’s usually some¬ 



thing like, ‘The traffic’s going to 
be unbearable once they finish 
it” 

This, of course, is a blessing 
and a curse. No traffic means 
no one is buying anything. But too much traffic 
infuriates and may eventually keep people away. 

On a typical day, throngs of cars, mini-vans and 
SUVs choke the road beginning somewhere 
around 1-275 to roughly Canton Center Road. IKEA 
coming is going to make it worse, no matter how 
much their spokespeople and public officials say 
otherwise. But should the DDA spend money on 
branding projects like this? 

Now, there are areas that have legitimate appel¬ 
lations, such as the Magnificent Mile in Chicago. 
The stretch of Michigan Avenue attracts thousands 
of tourists each summer, and to them, it really is 
magnificent I don’t think you could find anyone 
who would stick their head out of a car window on 
Ford Road and think, “Ah, refreshing, like I’m in a 
park” 

Ultimately, the branding project is well-meant 
but the money might be better spent turning Fbrd 
Road into a parkway rather than just calling it one.

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New medical procedure aids local woman

Susan Selvia has been denied 
some of the simple things others 
take for granted. 

Selvia - who suffers from 
epilepsy - can’t work at a regular 
job, baby sit her grandchildren, 
or drive, among other everyday 
activities. 

“I’ve dealt with this disease 
for so long - and the seizures 
were so frequent, it was difficult 
to do some things,” said the 46- 
year-old Romulus resident “And 
I’ve been to so many doctors, 
looking for cures and treat¬ 
ments.” 

The search for relief from 
epilepsy - a neurological condi¬ 
tion that leaves sufferers suscep¬ 
tible to seizures caused by elec¬ 
trical disturbances in the brain - 
was a frustrating experience for 
her until 2003, when a “pulse 
stimulator” used in VNS (Vague 
Nerve Stimulation) therapy was 
implanted in her chest, near her 
collarbone. 

“I had tried so many things 
before, like medications, that we 
always thought would work,” 
Selvia said. “And I was skeptical 
because I had heard that this 
would be the fix before. But this 
has really worked well.” 

According to the information¬ 
al site www.vnstherpay.com, VNS 
therapy controls seizures when 
the patient gently rubs a magnet 
over the pulse stimulator. Once 
the magnet is moved, extra stim¬ 


ulation is delivered to the central 
nervous system. This drastically 
reduces the number of seizures a 
patient will experience in a day - 
and stops some seizures. 

When Selvia had the pulse 
stimulator implanted - in May 
2003 - she was having up to seven 
seizures a day. 

“It’s something that’s very dif¬ 
ficult to live with,” she said. “But 
so far, (the VNS therapy) is the 
best thing they’ve come up with.” 

Selvia admits that she refused 
to get her hopes up before she 
underwent the operation at St 
Joseph’s Hospital-East in Mount 
Clemens. 

“I was willing to try anything, 
but I just didn’t want to be disap¬ 
pointed again,” she said. But 
since the surgery, she said she 
only has about one or two 
seizures a week 

“It’s given me a new lease on 
life,” she said. 

Dr. Yasser Awaad, a Dearborn 
Heights surgeon who works with 
epilepsy patients, said the proce¬ 
dure represented a breakthrough 
for physicians looking for new 
ways to treat the conditioa 

“Before this, we had some 
drugs that produced results for 
some people, but we didn’t really 
have a comprehensive treat¬ 
ment,” he said. “This is some¬ 
thing that works for a majority of 
patients with epilepsy and other 
diseases that produce life-threat¬ 
ening seizures.” 

Epilepsy is surprisingly com¬ 
mon. Statistics released by the

National Epilepsy Foundation 
indicate that 2.5 million people 
suffer from the condition, with 
181,000 additional people newly 
diagnosed each year. Epilepsy 
can strike at any time in a per¬ 
son’s life, but most cases are diag¬ 
nosed during childhood or old 
age. 

Selvia was diagnosed in her 
20s, while she 
was raising 
children and 
trying to go 
back to work. 


“I had a job as a cashier once, 
but it just didn’t work out 
because my seizures would inter¬ 
rupt my work day,” she said. “I 
can’t blame the managers for 
being concerned; they needed 
someone to work.” 

Selvia now enjoys a relatively 
seizure-free life, but she still sees 
a doctor to monitor her progress, 


and will need medical attention 
for the rest of her life. 

For now, though, she enjoys 
spending time with her 12 grand¬ 
children and husband, Clifford. 

“The best part is being able to 
care for my grandchildren with¬ 
out worrying about a seizure,” 
she said. “It’s given me my life 
back.”

A marriage made in movie heaven 

Until death do us part 

Never could those marital vows mean so much - or be more literal - than in Mr. and Mrs. Smith. 

Sure, the movie allegedly ended Brad Pitt and Jennifer Aniston’s marriage. No one died there, 
the movie reportedly started a love affair between two of Hollywood’s most beautiful people. No, 
not Pitt and Vince Vaughn (although imagine the comedic value of that). Rather, the new film has not 
only placed Pitt and Angelina Jolie as a couple onscreen, but off, as well. 

But regardless of their personal lives, Pitt and Jolie’s onscreen chemistry and fiery sex appeal oozes 
through the camera, as they deliver smart and funny performances. Throw Vaughn into the mix and 
you have a comedic threesome. As silly and unbelievable as the story may seem, it is worth the guilty 
pleasures of a seeing a Hollywood blockbuster. In fact, it’s one you won’t mind seeing. 

The Bourne Identity director Doug Liman, who also brought us the smart and entertain¬ 
ing Go along with the funny and hip Swingers , returns to the chair for Mr. and Mrs. 

Smith, written by Simon Kinberg. 

Kinberg, who supposedly wrote the screenplay for his thesis at Columbia 
University, has sometimes come under criticism by some for deliver¬ 
ing empty-headed, unbelievable scripts not worthy of audiences’ 
attentioa 

Not here. Unlike most critics at large papers who sit in 
private little screening rooms to watch and critique 
films, I thankfully have to wait and see films with 
the rest of the masses. And let me tell you: Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith is smart and witty and is 
worth the time, money and attention. The 
packed theater and laughing crowd on opening 
night proved that 

The film starts with John (Pitt) and Jane (Jolie) Smith sit¬ 
ting opposite each other in a marriage counselor’s office. There, they 
discuss the regular doldrums of marriage, each other’s shortcomings and 
the distance between them. 

Then the story flashes back “five or she years ago” when the two first meet in Bogota, 

Cambodia. Through a fast succession of scenes they fall in love, get married and keep up their 
lovely home and lives in suburbia They drink their coffee in the morning, dress for work and then 
drive off in separate directions. Somewhere between lunch and dinner - which is always at seven - we 
find out they are both skilled assassins, unknowingly working for competing murder-for-hire compa¬ 
nies. 

He knocks off a mark at a poker game while she dresses as a dominatrix and snaps the neck of her lat¬ 
est victim - all in time for dinner at the neighbors— and each under the radar of the other 

Later in the movie John and Jane are assigned the same hit in a remote desert location; leading to 
their discovery of their mate’s real identities. As the situation escalates, it becomes an issue that a divorce 
can’t solve. Instead the two are professionally bound to kill each other And if one doesn’t kill the other with¬ 
in the given 48-hour time period, then they both become the hunted. John gets some assistance from Eddie 
(Vaughn), his mama’s boy boss, and Jolie from her crew, led by Jasmine (Kerry Washington). 

So in an all-out knock’em down brawl, the couple go at it in their own home using guns, knives, cleavers 
and whatever else they can get their hands oa Of course the house gets a complete makeover in the 
process, as does their relationship. By the end of the fight they come to the realization that they are actu¬ 
ally in love and take make-up sex to a whole new level 

Once the 48-hours is up they decide to do the right thing and band together, rather than split

Expect to see ‘Cinderella Man’ at Academy Awards 


When America needed a hero 
the most, they got James J. 
Braddock. When summer need¬ 
ed a star-studded hit the most 
they, got Cinderella Man. 

Conveniently, Cinderella Man 
is Braddock’s story. 

He was an up-and-coming 
prizefighter in the late 1920s 
early 1930s who rose from the 
ashes of an economically burned 
out nation and become one of the 
most inspiring sports legends in 
history. 

If there’s any movie this year 
that is deserving of an Oscar 
nomination for Best Picture, it’s 
this one. 


And who better than to assem¬ 
ble an earnest attempt to bring 
this hero’s story to the big screen 
than director Ron “Opie” 
Howard, who’s no stranger to the 
Academy Award arena. The 
movie doesn’t solely rest upon his 
shoulders, though. He has help 
along the way with Academy 
Award-wining producer Brian 
Grazer And to top it off, Howard 
cast Oscar winners Russell 
Crowe and Renee Zelleweger 
along with Golden Globe nomi¬ 
nee Paul Giamatti to carry the 
brunt of the load. 

And, boy, does it work. 

The cast and crew come 


together in unison to tell the 
story, originally written by Cliff 
Hollingsworth who also scripted 
the film with help from Akiva 
Goldsman, of a man who wasn’t 
known for being a great boxer but 
for a great man who boxed. 

Let’s be honest here. There 
isn’t anything overly fantastic 
about the film. Sure, the direc¬ 
tion is great and the actors truly 
capture the essence of the char¬ 
acters but the truly wonderful 
thing about the bi-op is the story 
itself, and we have Braddock to 
thank for that 

This movie is about more than 
just boxing and a dark era of 


American history. This movie is 
about second chances. 

When we first see Braddock 
(Crowe) he is a rising star making 
a more-than-modest living as a 
boxer from New Jersey until one 
day the markets crashed, dreams 
crumbled and the Great 
Depression sacked the nation 
into a spiraling economic down¬ 
turn 

Like most Americans at the 
time who had their money 
stashed away in banks and 
stocks, Braddock was suddenly 
left with only promises of immi¬ 
nent poverty. During this time his 
career dwindled, fights for an 


aging has-been were hard to 
come by and a broken hand land¬ 
ed him outside the ring for good. 
Shifts at the docks were getting 
cut and income became harder 
and harder to find. With his wife, 
Mae (Zelleweger), and three kids 
at home with a stack of ‘past due’ 
bills piling up, Braddock is 
forced to go on public relief and 
is even sent begging to former 
colleagues for money to have the 
electricity turned back in the 
dead of a Jersey winter 

Then, he gets his second 
chance due to the efforts of his

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manager Joe Gould (Giamatti). Gould gets Braddock a last 
minute, one-fight only shot to box at Madison Square Garden—a 
chance to earn money and put food on his family’s table. 

Against Mae’s wishes, no food in his belly and no training, he 
steps back into the ring to take on the No. 2 heavyweight con¬ 
tender Much to the surprise of the crowd and media, Braddock 
wins the fight The fights keep coming and Braddock is able to 
dig his family out of debt And blow-by-blow he becomes the 
inspiration to millions of economically challenged Americans, 
giving them hope that their second chances are right around 
the comer. He becomes so popular with the downtrodden popu¬ 
lace he earns a folklore-like status and even returns the welfare 
money that he so desperately needed at one time. 

And finally he gets a chance of a lifetime when he accepts to 
face off against the world heavyweight champion Max Baer 
(Craig Bierko), an arrogant fighter with a lethal punch that has 
killed two fighters in the ring. 

Some doubted Braddock would survive the fight at all, but he 
is fighting for something more than the world championship; 
he’s fighting for his family and to give hope to the millions of 
families just like his. 

“Is there any place else you’d rather be?” 

That’s what Gould asks Braddock prior to the start of his 
comeback fight at a packed Madison Square Garden arena. 

Braddock’s answer is, no—the same way audiences should 
answer before, during and after they see Cinderella Man. 

The movie is about second chances. Braddock got one. 
America got one. But how many chances does Hollywood really 
deserve? Cinderella Man definitely gives hope for this summer’s 
meager lineup, but the rest is up to the folks in Tinsel Town.

Local teens pursue hip hop fame

Forget Compton, the next big hip-hop 
phenomenon might just be coming straight 
out of Canton. 

The township may seem an unlikely 
breeding ground for rappers, but that hasn’t 
stopped VeRb horn making the music they 
love. 

The duo, consisting of Mario Villanueva 
fTexT) and Matthew Trevarthen (X-It), have 
performed since the 1990s all over the 
Detroit metropolitan area They have also 
just finished as an opening act for local hip- 
hop hero, Paradime and have performed at 
the Canton Relay For Life two years in a 
row. 

VeRb began when Villanueva, 20, and 
Trevarthen, 21, began riding the same bus 
as sixth graders at Lowell Middle School. 
Trevarthen said it was at this point 
Villanueva introduced him to hip-hop 
j music. They weren’t content just being fans, 
though. 

“We started rapping back and forth on 
the bus,” Trevarthen said. 

In the eighth grade, the two entered a 
talent show where they performed ‘Woof, 
Woof” by the 69 Boyz. They said they 
| received a rousing reception. 

‘We had the crowd going. It was great” 
Villanueva said. ‘We felt the high from the 
crowd, so we just kept doing it” 

They began writing their own lyrics and 
rapped them over other groups’ beats. It 
wasn’t long before they were setting up 
their own studio and producing their own 
music, though. 

In 2003, Villanueva and Trevarthen 


graduated from Canton High School. 
During their senior year, they had taken the 
name VeRb, recorded a demo and sold it to 
fellow students at their school, as well as 
other area schools. 

Now, by night, the two may perform at 
places like the Bullfrog Tavern in Redford 
or the Shelter, but by day, they are both 
mild-mannered employees at Boston 
Market in Cantoa 

They said they know that the road to 
fame and fortune is an uphill climb. 

“We don’t expect overnight success,” 
Villanueva said. 

VeRb said they are influenced by a lot of 
different artists, not necessarily in the hip- 
hop genre. They grew up listening to oldies 
like Elton John Bob Marley and Stevie Ray 
Vaughn. They do admit a fondness for 
Eminem and Busta Rhymes, though. Their 
influences come not always from pop cul¬ 
ture, either. 

“It’s us feeding off of each other, not any¬ 
one else. I’m influenced by this guy right 
here and what we go through,” Villanueva 
said. 

The lyrics in their songs are varied. 
They said that one song will be about hap¬

They admit Canton isn’t exactly a hotbed 
of hip-hop culture and know it’s a tad bit 
harder being taken seriously as a couple of 
white boys from the ‘burbs in a musical 
form that is traditionally black and urban.

JUNE 7, 2005 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present. 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Hart, Trustee Herman, 
Trustee Jahr and Trustee Rochowiak.

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Jahr moved, Payne seconded to approve the agenda 
amended. Add additional language to New Business Item #5 Resolution 2005-24, to 
adopt the Revolving Fund (SRF) Project Plan for the Equalization Basin and to 
remove New Business Item #10 “Consider first reading of Ordinance 06-07-05 (1) to 
amend the Township Zoning Ordinance, 06-02-92, as amended, to revise regulations 
pertaining to Accessory Buildings in Article IV, General Provisions - Section 4.14 A 
Sc B - Accessory Buildings, Structures and Uses.”. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive comment on establishing a Street Lighting Special Assessment District (SAD) 
to install and maintain streetlights in the Country Walk Condominiums Phases 1 and 
2. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this is the first of two actions by the Board of Trustees 
to establish a Special Assessment District for installing and maintaining overhead 
street lighting in the Country Walk Condominiums for Phases 1 and 2. This develop¬ 
ment is located north of Savage Road, east of Martinsville Road and south of the 
Norfolk Sc Southern Railway. This is an option available to developments in the 
township in which DTE Energy will install and maintain overhead street lighting and 
the homeowners are billed annually. This public hearing is to approve the Special 
Assessment District area. The Township uses the special assessment process to pro¬ 
vide a method to collect payment for street lighting via the property tax bill. The ini¬ 
tial capital outlay will be $99,284.98 and is to be paid by the developer. The initial 
annual cost of $15,203.17 is to be spread among the 177 single family units in Phase 
1 and 120 multiple family units in Phase 2 with an annual cost of $51.20 per unit. 

Trustee Hart inquired about the amount of the annual cost being slightly higher then 
in other subdivisions? Director Kelley stated the development is approximately 200 
acres with 55 street light posts to be installed which increases the cost. 

There were no comments from the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Hart moved, Payne seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Jahr moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to receive comment on the 
special assessment roll for the purpose of installing and maintaining streetlights in the 
public road right-of-way in the Rolan Meadows Subdivision. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this is the second of two actions by the Board of 
Trustees to establish a Special Assessment District for installing and maintaining 
overhead street lighting for 156 residential lots in the Rolan Meadows Subdivision 
which is located south off Tyler Road between Morton-Taylor Road and Haggerty 
Road. Before the Board is the resolution approving and spreading the assessment roll 
over the benefited parcels of land within the development to be collected on a yearly 
basis via the property tax bill. The initial capital outlay will be $11.373.87 and is to 
be paid by the developer, Bayfield West. The initial annual cost of $3,726.39 is to be 
spread among the 60 homes with an annual cost of $62.11 per lot to be paid by the 
homeowners. 

Trustee Rochowiak stated it was good to see the developer requesting to install street 
lights in this subdivision before the homes are all completed so it will not disturb the 
landscaping. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Budd moved, Rochowiak seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Payne moved, Hart seconded to open the public hearing to receive public comment on 
the request by Visteon Corporation for special use approval to operate a Fitness 
Center at the Visteon Village. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this is a request by the Visteon Corporation to operate 
a Fitness Center in its Visteon Village. It is not uncommon to find this type of ameni¬ 
ty in larger corporations for its employees. The Zoning Ordinance requires this type 
of use receive a special use approval from the Township Board. This request is differ¬ 
ent from the typical special land uses brought before the Township in that it is for a 
special use located in a building that already exists. The proposed use would occupy 
approximately 11,000 square feet within the development. In addition, infrastructure 
improvements have been completed which connect the ring roads around the develop¬ 
ment. This facility is solely for the use of Visteon employees and not available to the 
general public. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Jahr moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. Carried.
